the eastern shore of Barnegat Bay south of Seaside I ark, Ocean Co., 
New Jersey the usual mud flats are not much in evidence and vegeta- 

tion hugs the tide line very closely.

1 triplex pat ala L., var. hast at a Gray, Polygonum c.vscrtum Small, 

Cuperus esculent us L. and Sal sola 1\ a 1 1 L. the wiitei last fall found 

a plant having some of the characters of a Suacda hut "with apparent 

differences that wen* puzzling. Through the courtesy <*t Prof. M. I>. 

Fernald the plant has been identified with a common Furopean species, 

Bassia hirsuta (L.) Aschers. 

It seems to he restricted to a narrow belt along the Bay shore and in 
the late summer and tall assumes a spreading and very much blanched 
habit. In this locality the fruit is not ripe until the latter part of 
September when the plants are more or less covered with a mat of 
Zostera marina L. cast up by the combined action of wind and tide.
